Date Growing in California

HE date industry has passed far be- 
yond the experimental stage in Califor- 
nia and it will perhaps oe but a few 
i ig before the California date. will 
ave replaced the Algerian, Egyptian 
and African product at practically all 
American fruit stalls. From a small beginning 
made as early as 1858 the experiment has pros- 
pered and developed until it would be safe to 
estimate that today there are no less than

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HE Mother’s Pension Law of Illinois is an excellent 
law and all those who have the welfare of the chil- 
dren of our country at heart will pray that the day 
may be hastened when every State in the Union will 

have a law similar to, or modeled along the lines of the admir- 

able measure that is doing so much for the poor mothers and 
children of the great commonwealth of the middle west. 

Strange is it not that this humane and splendid measure 
should be meeting with determined opposition, and especially 
strange that the opposition should come from what Henry 
Neill, father of the Mother’s Pension law, calls the National 
Charity Trust. 

The reason for this opposition is not far to seek. Charity 
was ever cold, and the breath of organized charity is more than 
ordinarily chilling, while its brain is necessarily not only cool, 

but calculating: The Charity Trust is all powerful, and as is 
the case with most other trusts, has the ability, if not to dom- 
inate, at least to greatly influence, legislatures and bodies 
m 

Organized charity has for years had the spending of vast 
sums of state and municipal money, and it views with deep 
concern and much trepidation the expenditure of any sum for 
charitable purposes by state or city, the distribution of which 

it cannot directly supervise. 

_ Organized charity, which acts as a sort of national al- 
moner, jedious of its prerogatives and privileges, is not going 
to give up one of its self-arrogated rights without a struggle. 
Far be it from the writer to question the motives of the worthy 
gentlemen who handle the vast sums which are appropriated 
by public bodies, or donated by private individuals for chari- 
table purposes; but when organized charity fights such wholly 
admirable measures as the Mother’s Pension law of Illinois, 
it is time for those whose hearts go out in sympathy to the 
widow and orphan to register a protest. 

_ The advocates of the Mother’s Pension law demand 
that all money allowed by the taxpayers for dependent chil- 
dren, shall be given entirely tothe mother. This wholly just 
and reasonable demand all fair-minded persons will endorse. 
To question the justice of such a demand is to invite criticism 
if not condemnation. ; 

Chicago used to pay $15.00 a month to institutions for 
taking care of each of its dependent children, and investigation 
has proved that children in institutions are taken care of in a 
manner far from satisfactory, something the public already 
knew. Under the present Mother’s Pension law, a mother 
will take care of her chiidren as only a mother can, for just half 
the amount previously paid to institutions. 

Charitable institutions always demand from the com- 
munity all that the traffic will bear, just as our good, kind, 
railroads do. For contrary to ideas generaHy prevalent on 
such subjects, institutions are no more in business for their 
health than are private individuals. The upkeep of an institu- 
tion under the most favorable circumstances is exceedingly 
costly. There are superintendents, teachers, accountants. 





mother’s love, as the writer knows from a great deal of first- 
hand experience, is better than the best institution in the 
world. A mother will take care of her child as no one else on 
earth will care for it, but to make assurance doubly sure, the 
Illinois law compels a mother to satisfy a court officer before 
she can secure the continuance of her allowance, that she is 
faithfully performing her part of the contract she has made 
with the state or county, for the proper care of her child or 
children. 

The Mother’s Pension law has worked admirably. 
No one unless actuated by ulterior motives, has found a flaw in 
it. It has saved the State money; it hag kept hundreds of 
families from being scattered by poverty and want,and it has 
greatly benefited both mothers and children. In spite of these 
encouraging and convincing facts, organized charity demands 
that children be either torn from their homes and placed in 
institutions, many of which are little better than prisons, or 
that the money appropriated or donated for their support, be 
‘handed over to them to expend to the total exclusion of the 
mother. . 

In St. Louis, Missouri, organized charity holds sway, 
and what is theresult? For every dollar the city spends for 
dependent children, twenty-five cents goes to the mother, and 
-| seventy-five cents goes to the charity of officials tor seeing that 
the money is “properly” expended! Efforts were made to have 
St. Louis adopt the Mother’s Pension law, but organized charity 
won the day, and instead of the St. Louis mother getting the 
whole dollar that should be hers, she gets but twenty-five 
cents of it. The remaining seventy-five cents goes for office 
rent, salaries and the thousand and one heavy expenses attached 
to work of this kind, for it is a costly business keeping the 
wheels of organized charity revolving from day to day, grind- 
ing out dollars for high-salaried officials and pennies for the 
poor. ’ 
Henry Neill in discussing this matter ina leading New 
York daily says: “*The system of taking children from their 
mothers because they are poor and putting them in institutions 
is having a most harmful effect on our national character, as I 
can show by a hundred facts. The child who has been brought 
up in an institution has usually no conception of his family 
and citizenship duties. I have found that nearly one half of 
them desert their wives and children. The memory of a 
mother’s care is the best possession that a child can have in 
after life. It will make him true to his wife and children and 
to his citizenship obligations. Without it he is likely to be- 
come a bad husband.” ve 

Thousands of women today are compelled to live with 
drunken husbands and bear them children, because the woman 
knows if she leaves her degenerate spouse her support will be 
entirely gone. Thus it is that tens of thousands of defective 
children which should not come into existence, are brought 
into the world. 5

Under the Mother’s Pension law our readers will be de- 
lighted to know a woman can turn her drunken husband out anes 
of doors and still retain her children. All will agree that a 
mother with a drunken, worthless husband, is as much in need 
of help for herself and children, as is the mother whose hus- 
band is dead, for drink utterly destroys a’ man’s earning capac- 
ity and usefulness. It has been proved that a woman cannot 
support her own children and earn her own living for any con- 
siderable length of time. After three years of this exhausting 
effort, her health gives way and she goes to the hospital, or the 
grave, while the children are swept into institutions. 


This frightful mother waste, which goes on all over our 
land, the Mother’s Pension law will stop, and the most valua- 
ble asset we have will be saved to the nation. 


What does organized charity do for the mother who 
cannot earn sufficient to provide for herself and children? She 
is haled before the Juvenile Court, and here let Henry Neill tell 
what happens to her: : 

“They give her the cruelest punishment the world has 
ever known. After convicting her of poverty, they tell her to 
kiss her children good by forever. Under the Juvenile Coyrt 
laws, which are practically the same in nearly all states, it is a 
criminal offense for anyone to furnish the mother any informa- fice # 
tion about the disposition of her children by charitable insti- 
tutions. In the last thirteen years, tens of thousands of poor 
mothers have had all their children kidnapped in their presence, 
and have not even been allowed to hope ever to see them again. 

“Most of the children from charitable institutions are 
sent away to farmers in the West, where there is an acute need 
of cheap laber. Carloads of little children are taken from New 
York and shipped to the West. Their mothers will, in the vast 
majority of cases, never see them again.” 

Our readers must remember that records of institutions 
are kept secret, and that it is impossible to tell where children 
aresent. In many states there are counties that pay fifty dol- 
lars a head for ridding them of dependent children. There isa 
society in New York which rec<ived twenty dollars for every 
dependent child it manages to place in a so-called home.

Chop well, but not too fine. Pour in a French dress- 
ing made of oil, vinegar, mustard, salt and pepper. 
Fill the shells. Serve two halves on each plate, witb 
several lettuce leaves to garnish. 

CoLD Meat aND VEGETABLE SALAp.—Take any kind 
of cold left-over meat, or even two kinds, chop very 
finely. Any boiled vegetables will answer the purpose, 
beets, peas, string beans, potatoes and carrots. Slice 
the vegetables very thin then put them with the 
meat. Season well. Have one pint or more of 
gelatin ready and pour it over the meat and vegetables. 
Mix well. Line the bottom and sides of a mould with 
slices of pickle and hard-boiled egg, and pour in care- 
fully the meat and vegetables. Place on the ice until 
perfectly solid. Serve on a platter garnished with 
lettuce leaves. Cut into slices at the table and 
serve with mayonnaise. 

FRENCH DkRESSING.—Quarter of a teaspoon of salt 
and half as much pepper, and three tablespoons of 
olive oil mixed together. Add one tablespoon either 
of lemon juice or vinegar and beat. 


MAYONNAISE Dressinc.—In a cup mix together one 
teaspoon each of sugar (powdered preferable) and mus- 
tard, half a teaspoon of salt and a dash of cayenne 
pepper. Mix thoroughly into this the unbeaten yolks 
of two raw eggs, then add, a few drops at a time, 
one cup of olive oil and stir until it thickens, then 
thin th one tablespoon of lemon juice, then add al- 
ternately and a little at a time, half a cup more of oil 
and one tablespoon of lemon juice. Beat. Lastly add 
six teaspoons of vinegar.—Ed.

died on the ninth day. 

Since November last efforts to trace the origin 
of the prayer have been made, but they were un- 
successful until now’ when the following sad 
story is current in the West End: 

On November 12 two mental specialists were 
summoned to the home of one of the fairest and 
youngest peeresses in Mayfair. They found the 
patient, who had been mildly insane for six 
months, decidedly worse and had to place her in a 
private asylum. From her, the now famous 
prayer emanated, haying been mailed by her first 
to twenty-four friends and acquaintances. 

The unfortunate lady’s. lunacy dates almost 
from her honeymoon, which followed one of the 
most brilliant pre-lenten weddings of 1906. Her 
symptoms began with depression and lassitude 
and then took on a religious form during Father 
Bernard Vaughan’s attack on Mayfair morals. 
Since then the unhappy lady has bemoaned the 
wickedness of her world, her own fate and her 
husband's and has been spending much of her 
life in tears.—Ed.

Fruit Cake.—One pound of raisins boiled till tender, 
and plan to have one cup of juice in raisins when 
done.

Cream but- 
ter and sugar well; drop in one egg at a time and 
beat well between each, then water and vanilla and 
beat again. Sift flour and cocoa together two or 
three times. and add to mixture; beat hard for five 
minutes then add baking powder and mix thoroughly. 
Bake in layers or loaf or in gem pans. Fine with 
boiled icing or whipped cream.

CUCUMBER PICKLES.—For every two gallons of cu- 
cumbers dissolve a handful of salt in cold water, 
enough to cover the cucumbers and let stand over night. 
Put them in large pan or kettle on the stove until they 
are warmed through, then drain off salt water, put 
cucumbers in a colander and pour one quart of hot 
water over them and place in glass fruit jars. Cover 
with boiling vinegar that has been sweetened and 
spiced to taste. When ready to put on jar covers. put 
two or three small pieces of horseradish root on 
top of pickles. Screw tops on air tight. Pickles 
made. this way will keep green and crisp for years if 
you don’t eat them. 


RASPBERRY SHRUB.—Mash the berries, cover with 
cider vines and let stand twenty-four hours. Then 
put them in a fine cloth bag, let drain over night. To 
every pint of juice add a pint of granulated ‘sugar 
and boil ten minutes, and seal hot in bottles. One 
tablespoon in glass of cold water is very refreshing, 
or in hot water on a chilly night will take the place of 
hot lemonade. Grapes and cherries can be used the 
same. If cherries are used crush a few seeds to give 
a better flavor.

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON AND SISTERS: 

I bave often thought of adding my ‘*mite’? to Com- 
FyorT’s helpful corner, but could not quite make up 
my mind just_what “nint’? might be most acceptable 
until in the June issue of CoMFORT our good editor 
asks for suggestions on fixing floorrs. My husband 
js a first-class painter, and ofter makes soft wood 
floors look like hard, and it is I believe, as good an 
imitation as it is possible to obtain. This is the way 
it is done. Paint your floor with a coat of ‘‘flat’’ 
eream color paint (white lead mixed with turpentine 
and a little yellow ochre) and let it get thoroughly 
@ry which will take about twenty-four hours. It is 
not necessary to add the second eoat of paint, but will 
be better if done so. Next take dry ochre and mix 
with equal parts of vinegar and water; if you wish 
it darker add a little dry umber. Apply to the floor 
with a brush the same way as you do the paint, and 
before it dries have a clean, dry brush and with the 
flat side of it ‘‘pat’’ the floor, which leaves the brush 
marks that make the grain. Then let it thoroughly 
dry, which does not take but a little while. Then ap- 
ply a coat of good yarnish, let dry and apply the sec- 
ond coat. With the proper care a floor fixed in the 
foregoing manner Will last a year. Wax can be applied 
if desired, but the two coats of varnish make a first- 
class job. A good way to clean the floor as de- 
seribed, is to Wipe them with a rag moistened with coal 
oil (kerosene). A coat of varnish occasionally will 
keep them in fine condition. I sincerely hope that my 
directions are perfectly plain and any of the sisters 
trying it will be delighted with the result.

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON: 

While reading my younger daughter’s CoMFoRT maga- 
zine I saw Mrs. Day’s request for a way to finish 
soft pine floors. You asked for any information on the 
subject. 

To make a hard finish, take equal parts of turpen- 
tine, and boiled linseed oil, put on a stove and let 
boil two or three minutes, and just before putting on 
the floor add one half pint of ‘‘dryer’’ to every quart 
of hot liquid and apply on floor while as hot as possible. 
Apply two ‘‘coats’’ of this, but be sure the first coat 
is thoroughly dry before second is applied. Both coats 
must be hot, boiling if possibly, otherwise it will prove 
most unsatisfactory. I know this is satisfactory from 
personal experience, for after three years hard wearing 
it has just begun to leave trace of the pegs. If this 
recipe is carefully followed this will be successful as 
it was for me. 

We also saw a request for a sure cure for con- 
stipation and piles (the latter often accompanies the 
former), I was bothered with both for years. I have 
reared five children and this fs the only cure I could 
find. If the remedy is persisted with determination it 
will cure the most obstinate cases. It is a very simple 
and nothing harmful about it. One large tablespoonful 
of glycerine to one quart of water taken quite warm 
az an enema. Lie on left side while taking this 
so that it may flow into the lower bowels as far as pos- 
sible and retain as long as possible. Repeat twice 
daily whether necessary for stools or not. This will 
also cure ulcerations. I sincerely hope this will benefit 
someone.

Filling the Silo 


HEN this number of Comrort 
reaches its subscribers many farm- 
ers will be getting ready to fill 
their silos. For this reason a few 
suggestions at this time may not 
be out of place. 

Don’t cut silage corn too early. Green corn 
does not make the best quality of silage, does 
not keep so well and does not have fhe highest 
feeding value. It does not make the best quality 
of silage because the unripe stalks are still filled 
with sugar, that sours readily in the silo, making 
a highly acid silage not relished by stock. Such 
silage does not keep so well because it decays more 
rapidly on exposure to air, due to its green and 
“slushy” character. 

It does not have the highest feeding value 
because it contains more useless water and the 
plant is still manufacturing and still storing 
starch when cut. Until starch making ceases 
and all starch is stored the plant has not reached 
its highest feeding value. This point is reached 
when the corn is ripe. The best time to begin 
filling the silo is when the first ears are’ fully 
ripe. The stalks and leaves are still green 
and palatable, none will be lost and the grain 
has nearly reached its best. c 


_ Use Plenty of Water 

Silage corn should be cut about one half inch 
in length and solidly packed in the silo so as 
to exclude all air. This is much more difficult 
to do with ripe than with green corn, which may 
account for the fact that many farmers prefer 
to use green corn for filling the silo. Green corn 
acks more easily because it contains more water. 
fipe corn will pack just, as easily if water be 
added while igs se plenty of water—there 
is little danger of using too much. This water 
will fill up the pore spaces in the silage, exclude 
the air, assist-in packing and help to preserve 
the silage. a 


Tramp Well Around the Watt

Throughont the greater portion of the corn 
belt, seed corn should be selected during late 
September or the month of. October—the farther

‘Pick Seed Ears in the Field Before Husking 


. It is. the best practice to select seed corn from, 
the stalks as soon as they are fully ripe. The 


farmer should consider the stalk nearly as much 
as he does the ear when choosing ears -for 

This may seem a little strange at first thought 
but it must be ‘remembered that the best ears 
are usually bortie on the best stalks.’ Besides 
this, the farmer, ‘either in husking from the 
stalks in the field or in, harvesting his corm 
with a machine, prefers to have the ears all about 
the same height from the ground—three or four 
feet, depending upon the variety of corn. It 
is not generally known, but it is true, that seed 
from a stalk that bears its ears two feet from 
the ground will produce stalks that bear their 
ears two feet from the ground, and stalks 
that bear their ears six feet from the ground 
will produce other stalks bearing ears six feet 
from the ground. It is therfore important to the 
farmer that all seed ears should be borne about 
the s°me distance from the ground. The best 
time .o gather such ears is as soon as the corn 
is ripe, and the best place is in the field. If 
a part or all of this‘corn is to be used. for 
‘silage it is highly important that seed corn be 
selected from leafy stalks, for leafy stalks will 
produce other leafy stalks and leafy stalks make 
the best silage. The only place to examine 
the stalk before picking the ear is of course 


in the field. 


Picking the Best Ears of Corn 


Many farmers nowadays do not bother to 
select corn seed for themselves; they trust to 
others to do this for them, buying from the pro- 
fessional seedsmen, or “sending away” for corn. 
The good old plan was to go through the corn 
fields just as soon as a single ear could be found 
with its shuck dry, loose and opening. This 
shuck contained a practically ripe ear and if it 
also was a good ear, with the butt and point well 
covered. it was jerked off and hung up to dry 
out perfectly, to go later into the loft above 
the Kitchen where it would be well saved for 
seed. By this plan of action the farmer not only 
ehose good ears, but early ones, suitable for 
the locality in which the seed was to be sown. 
This practice made it possible for prery, farmer 
each year to own seed corn that he absolutely 
knew and could depend upon. The present plan 
is scarcely safe, unless one knows the dealer, 
deals with a man who is in the same district 
as the farm to be supplied and then makes it a 
practice to carefully test each ear for germina- 
tion. Often the ‘seed bought was not raised in 
the proper district to be suited for_use in the 
locality in which the buyer lives. In some in- 
stances seed corn, and Alfalfa seed, has come 
from a state re different than the one 
in which it is sold and is not suitable for use 
there. It is well, therefore, for any man who has 
“inherited” good, suitable corn to select his seed 
ears early and then see to it that they are 
stored, instead of depending wholl 
upon the dealer. Select the ears from a hig 
vicwiae acre. Gather the ears as soon as ripe 
and before freezing has occurred. Select ears 
from the best stalks. These stalks, for some 
unknown reason, are above average, and will be 
likely to produce above average yields. Avoid 
selecting an ear produced above average for 
some good reason, such as a thin stand, or ac- 
eidental fertility of the owe spot. Select the 
good ear that has surpassed its neighbor ears, 
under ordinary, average circumstances and con- 
ditions and for no apparent reason. Such an 
ear is a “sport” of nature, and sports selected 
and favo may develop new, valuable, high

ielding varieties. Where corn tends to grow too 
igh, select ears from early maturing, low grow- 
ing. strong stalks. In the same way taller stalks 
may be presses where stalks tend to grow too 
low, and leafy stalks may be chosen where the 
tendency is to grow too small a supply. of leaves. 
Avoid ears that grow out too close to the ground, 
or from stalks having many suckers. Suckers 
are undesirable and selection in time may lessen 
this character. Do not choose all of the seed from 
one acre. That might lead to close breeding; 
so select some ears from other fields.

Dry Your Seed Corn Under Cover 


No matter how mild the climate, don’t hang the 
seed corn on the windmill or the side of a barn 
exposed to the rain and frost. Alternate wetting 
and drying or freezing and thawing of seed corn 
destroy the vitality of the germ. If such corn 
grows it grows in a weak, sickly fashion and 
weak, sick x plants cannot produce so good a we 
no matter how carefully they may be cultivate 
Corn left to dry outdoors is likely to be at- 
tacked by mold and moldy seed corn will not 
grow well. 


Give Your Seed Corn Plenty of Air 


It is not necessary to store seed corn in a tight 
room ; in fact it is much better to give your 
corn plenty of air. A free circulation of air 
dries out the moisture srapidly and prevents. the 
growth of molds. If seed corn is hung up high 
in an open shed—out of the reach of wet and 
the air can circulate freely ‘about it for several 
weeks, drying it out well—it is likely to be the 
best of seed. The important thing is to get seed 
corn dried out well in the fall. Where the cli- 
mate is unfavorable or the cobs are big and 
full of water, a corn curing room or some form 
of artificial heat is necessary. Fully ripe corn 
dried out well in early fall and kept dry until 
spring is certain to be good seed corn. 


The Fall Garden 


September is the month in which to plant the 
fall garden. There is no good reason why the 
farmer's table should not be supplied with such 
vegetables as lettuce, onions and radishes well 
up to Thanksgiving time.

rotted barnyard manure or a little commercial 
fertilizer will be necessary in order to give the 
garden a: good start since the first crop will, in 
all probability, have used up most of the avail- 
able plant food. 

In the northern tier of states the fall garden 
will not fully mature unless planted very early in 
September or sometime during the month of 
August. Since peas, radishes, onions and lettuce 
can withstand considerable frost and require 
about sixty days to. mature, the fall garden 
should be planted at least sixty days before the 
time that the severe frosts which destroy 
hardy vegetation usually appear. 


Saving the Second Crop of Clover for 
Seed 


Clover seed is much demanded and always 
brings a good price. The second crop of clover 
usually bears the best seed because the insects 
necessary for its fertilization are usually more 
abundant in the fall and because weather condi- 
tions favor its fuller development at this time. 
The growing of clover for§ seed has become a 
necessity, and the second crop is the crop to 


use. “ 

This crop should be allowed to fully mature 
and should not be cut until the hezds are dry 
and brown. It should be so handled as to pre- 
vent the loss of these dry heads. A binder can- 
vas or stack cover thrown over the bottom of 
the rack is a ag thing to use in handling 
this crop. It is best to handle the dry hay while 
the dew is on if possible. When in the stack it 
should be coyered with a canvas stack cover to 
keep it ps Clover. hulls best in cold, dr 
weather. he straw from the huller should al- 
ways be used for fertilizer. Since it contains so 
much nitrogen it is nearly as good for this pur- 
pose as barnyard manure. 


Clean Up Roadsides and Fence Rows 


After the rush of harvest is over some at- 
tention should be paid to those portions of the 
farm on which no profitable crop is grown. It is 
now time to harvest these unprofitable crops. 
But what are these crops? and if unprofitable 
why harvest them? These are crops of weeds 
and bugs and insects and plant diseases which 
have grown up along the fences and roadside, 
perde re driven there as a refuge of safety by the 

arvesting of the regular crops. It is important 
that these crops be properly harvested in order to 
protect the regular fields from invasion by these 
pests next year. It is well known that a large 
number of insects and other plant pests take 
refuge in the weeds prio og along the fences and 
roadside, to be ready to pounce out upon the 
field crops next year as soon as they appear 
above ground. Everybody knows that weeds 
flourish in abundance in such places only to 
Scatter their seeds far and wide over the ad- 
joining fields. 

Every farmer should save his crop from these 
pests and himself much trouble, labor and an- 
noyance next year by destroying them now. And 
the method is simple and sure: Clean out all 
these unsightly places, rake up this rubbish, dry 
and burn. : 

Have you ever observed how much better crops 
tare when fenced by wire or left unfenced and 
cultivated clear up to the highway than when 
fenced by the old rail fence? If you have, and 
such is a fact and you have asked yourself the 
reason why, the answer is plain: The old rail 
fence row is much harder to keep free from weeds 
and other rubbish. If cut and piled this rub- 
bish is difficult to burn without danger of 
burning the fences. Hence these pests flourish 
most abundantly along rail fences and cause 
greatest damage to crops in such enclosed fields.

The ewes had too little) 
milk, in most instances, and in others went down 
paralyzed soon after lambing. The lambs came) 
weak and “wobbly” and speedily succumbed. This | 
man had wintered his ewes on second growth | 
rye. per ewe, once daily. That kind of feeding | 
will not pay. Second crop clover hay often | 
is woody,. dry. coarse and bulky staff. Ewes/| 
must have plenty of succulent or laxative, feed, | 
along with clover hay and it is even more neces- 
sary if Timothy hay-is fed. That hay is the} 
poorest kind of hay for ewes. If plenty of 
rutabagas can be given in conjuction with good 
clover hay, or if sweet silage can be added in} 
place of roots, ewes will do finely in winter and} 
will be likely to have strong lambs and plenty} 
of milk for their nourishment. Rye in any form 
is apt to prove dangerous, as it often contains 
ergot .(claviceps purpurea) a form of fungus} 
which occurs in dark, purple-black spurs pro-| 
truding from the seed hulls of grain or grass. 
Ergot may cause abortion, or paralysis and always 
the lambs will come weak and milk be scarce if 
ergot is prevalent in the feed given to pregnant 
ewes. Others complain of having poor “crops” 
of lambs. They expect a good percentage of 
twins and get only single lambs. They wonder 
what is wrong and are nee to blame everything, 
and forget that the shepherd is most to blame. 
To get big crops of lambs it is absolutely 
necessary to have the ram and ewes brought into 
fine condition in September in readiness for 
October mating. If they are in eg shape, from 
eating abundant grass and other good feeds, 
no extra feed need be given but this is rarely the 
case with ewes that have raised lambs. They 
ordinarily need extra feeding after the lambs 
are weaned and this feeding is termed ‘flushing’. 
Give the ewes new, fresh pasture, if at all pos- 
sible and it is well to save pasture for this pur- 
pose; for sheep always do best on fresh, new, 
quickly grown short, sweet grass. In addition 
to this grass feed whole oats and wheat bran. 
One may start with a quarter of a pound once a 
day and increase until each ewe is getting three 
quarters of a pound daily. In addition roots, 
cabbage, eut corn fodder and other fodders are 
suitable and beneficial. Do not turn the ram in 
with the ewes when the latter are being flushed. 
Give him extra feed at the same time to get 
him in good condition and when mating time 
comes take him to the ewe field night and 
morning, but do not let him run with the flock, 


Weaning the Foal 


A foal should be weaned at six months old, 
in ordinary cases; but in some instances the foal 
is so well developed, or the’ mare so deficient in 
milk, that weaning may take place at five months, 
or thereabout. Many men go about the weanin 
act in the wrong way. They separate the foa 
and mare for an hour or two at first and let 
them associate daily for shortening periods of 
time, until weaning is complete. his leads 








a lot of fussing and irritation. It is the better 
plan to wean the foal and be done with it. In 
other words t foal should be removed from its 
dam and kept away be om age Before weaning 
the foal should be perfectly accustomed to eating 
feed. soon as possible a foal should be 
allowed to lick oatmeal and gradually wheat 
bran may be added. In. addition to eating a 
grain mixture the foal will learn to eat grass 
and some fine selected hay and as the wean- 
ing time approaches the quantities of feed al- 
lowed may~gradually be incfeased so that the, 
foal will not miss -its mother’s milk, to any 
serious degree. After weaning allow the foal 
all the cold water it wants to drink. Have 
a pail set where the foal can get at water as 
often as it cares to drink. If it is desired to 
show the foal at fall fairs, or to develop it 
fast for special purposes it may be fed sweet 
skim-milk. A good way of feeding the milk is to 
mix a quart of it with a mixture of oatmeal, or! 
crushed oats, and wheat bran, night and morn- |

is lumbering. There are about six logging camps in 


the vicinity of Black Rock and one sawmill. Wages 
are pretty good around here. They run from two 
dollars to six dollars and fifty cents per day. 

We also have the high cost of living to contend 
with. 1 will mention the price of a few things we 
have to buy here. Bacon and ham, twenty-five cents, 
flour, five to six dollars and fifty cents per barrel, 
eggs twenty-five cents per dozen, wheat two dollars 
and twenty-five cents per one hundred pounds. We 


eannot buy fresh meat here as it is so high that 
people don’t buy enough to pay to keep a butcher 
shop. 

1 have not lived in this part of Oregon very long 
and do not know very much about the soil, but the 
climate is hard to beat. . We do not have much snow 
in winter, and the summer months are never hot. 
There is no farming done here but farther down the 
valley toward Dallas, the county seat, there are some 
fine farms. ‘There is also a good many farms around 
Falls City, four miles from here. Improved land is very 
high in Oregon. There are farms twenty or thirty 
miles from Portland that could not be bought for less 
than three hundred dollars per acre, and some even 
higher than that, but the soil is the very best, and 
Portiand a city of three hundred thousand population 
affords a good market. Land sells in Polk Co. for 
twenty-five to one bundred and fifty dollars per acre. 
1 have also lived in thern Oregon and on the coast 
and land is cheaper there than it is here. The win- 
ters are also milder.

NEZPIQUE, La. 
My Dear CoMFORT FRIENDS: 

I am asking admittance to your jolly circle. Am I 
accepted? Did I hear the word ‘“‘welecome?’’ ‘‘Cer- 
tainly,’’ someone says. 

Well, here I come, and just as I drop down among 
you someone asks: “‘I wonder who she is, and what 
kind of a place she lives in?’’ 

Well, in the southern part of Louisiana, where I live 
is strictly a rice growing district—which is irrigated 
from canals owned by companies, some taking one fifth 
and some one quarter for water rent. Our winters are 
short, and not cold enough to be unpleasant. On the 
coldest nights ice will freeze as thick as a window- 
pane. The growing season is long as we hardly ever 
get frost after the first of April and our first frost 
in the fall comes about the last of October, and a very 
light one at that. We grow two crops of Irish potatoes 
each year, planting in January and again the follow- 
ing August. Cabbage and all kinds of root crops stay 
in the ground all winter without freezing and wi-0 
wanted we go to. the garden and pull what we like. 
Our fruits consist of figs, which are good to eat 
and very healthful, pears, oranges and strawberries. 
Peaches do well. if planted every two or three years. 
The orange trees get frozen once in a great while 
which prevents them bearing from one to two years. 
For wild fruits we have dewberries, blackberries, 
plums and mayhaws. The latter grow on a large 
bush in the swamps and are very much like an apple 
in appearance and taste, are about the size of a dime 
and used only for making jam and jelly as they are 
full of seeds but very nice. : 

The mosquitoes just devour us nine months in the 
year, and fill us full of malaria which is very hard 
to get rid of once you become inoculated. 

Here is a recipe for rheumatism that might prove 
beneficial to Miss Mossie Boswell’s mother and other 
rheumatics as well. Where one’s limbs are af- 
fected, get a medical electric battery, take a basin 
of water, place one foot of patient in this, also one 
handle of battery, the patient holding the other handle 
in one hand, then turn on electricity very slowly 
until you have turned on as much as patient can stand. 

Where the 
muscles of the back, arms and hips are affected, in- 
stead of the patient holding the extra handle let 
the nurse take it (using an insulator to prevent the 
electricity going into her own body) and run it up 
and down the muscles of the whole body of patient. It 
would be well to consult a physician as to the amount 
to use unless you are accustomed to handling it.

A physician t ld 
me salts are to the bowels what water is to the face 
and is harmless, they merely cleanse. From one to 
two teaspoonfuls two or three times a week will be 
found very beneficial. If more salts were used, there 
would not be so many lazy people in the world.

I wish to tell -you of a good. disinfectant: for a 
sick room, or any- room that has an unpleasant odor. 
Put freshly ground coffee in a saucer and in the center 
place a small piece of gum. camphor, which light 
with a match; as the gum burns allow sufficient coffee 
to consume with ‘it.~ The perfume is’ pleasant and 
healthful.

If he can pay for the 
land when he buys and work hard and economizes he 
ean, after a few. years get ahead, but do not be 
blarneyed into buying the ‘‘cheap land,’’ thinking you 
ean get rich, for you may be sure that the natives 
are getting every. dollar it’s worth. And when a man 
gets ‘‘hit’’. he wants to ‘make a speck off someone 
else. I know the prices of Arkansas land sounds cheap, 
compared to some places, but then the Jand is cheap 
| in comparison. When it’s seasonable one can raise 
| most everything here. But this is our third drought in 
succession. It looks now as though we would not make 
any corn, cane, cotton, etc. Of course if it rains soon 
there will be some made. These droughts do not oc- 
eur this way often; in. fact, I do mot remember even 
two in suecession before, and I have lived here for 
most thirty-two years. 

Some farmers-have real good water, some not so good, 
and some no water at all.

Raising Wild Ducks 


REEDING game birds, such as pheasant, 
quail and wild duck, to sell for stock- 
ing gentlemen's large estates, has be#¢ 
come such a profitable occupation that 
it is well worth attention. In the past 
I have gone into the subject of raising 

pheasants and quail, and now I am in position to 
take up wild ducks, for I have had several years’ 
experience, and know that raising them in cap- 
tivity is both practicable and profitable. 

A friend who stayed with us one summer, 
whilst wandering about on a marshy strin of land 
the other side of the woods, returned with a 
much mutilated duck in one hand, and six eggs 
in his hat. Of course, it was against the game 
laws to keep eggs, but as the mother bird was 
jying dead beside the nest, our friend thought 
it no crime to bring the eggs home. I set them 
under a broody hen; then I drove to the game 
warden’s, showed him the dead bird, explained 
aes she had been found, and gained his abso- 
ution. 

In twenty-three days the eggs hatched, and 
the ducklings were as strong and contented with 
the mother hen as a brood of Pekins would 
have been. At first, they had the same custard 
and rice feed as the other young game birds, sup- 
plemented by water from the yong & land. A 
pan was sunk in the ground near the brood coop, 
and filled up at each feeding time. A fres 
supply being fetched up night and morning, it 
contained innumerable water creatures and some 
duckweed, which the little fellows deyoured eager- 


Feicnrs 

The hen was kept imprisoned in the brood 
coop for two weeks, after which she was allowed 
to walk out on the lawn with her ¢eharges from 
9 a. m. to 4 p. m. Being an old hen, with strong 
maternal instincts, she continued to brood the 
foster family for eight weeks. After that we 
made a cage-like enclosure of wire netting at the 
end of the orchard, and extended it into the river, 
put a rough shelter at one corner, and imprisoned 
one pair of birds. 

In the marshy land much further from the 
house and buildings, another inclosure was made, 
six feet high, having no wire over the top, as 
we wanted to try the experiment of allowing the 
birds their liberty when old enough to safely pro- 
tect themselves. Before they attempted flight, a 
natural wild duck was found in the yard one 
morning. Attracted by the cry of the young ones, 
it had evidently flown in over the top of the 
wire netting, which had confused and prevented 
its escape, for the poor thing was lying, half 
stunned, in a corner. It was captured, and trans- 


ferred to the inclosure in the orchard, where it 


soon became nearly as tame as the others. 

Late in the season, the young duck was re- 
moved, leaving the farm-raised’ with the wild 
duck. They were not allowed their liberty un- 
til the next spring, and subsequently they nested 
in the old winter shelter, rearing their brood 
without any assistance from us. 

The wire was entirely removed from around 
the shelter in the marshy land early in the fall, 
but one feed a day was still provided. The birds 
became friendly with others of their kind, and 
at one time we thought they had deserted us; 
but in the early spring they returned to the 
5 Serna ground, accompanied by several wild 
birds. 

Stealthy watching and hunting revealed eight 
hests that year. Eighteen eggs were stolen in 
all, and set under two hens, and sixteen young 
enes raised. Eight were sold for ten dollars 
a pair, to a gentleman who owned a large estate 
in Rockland county, and desired to establish a 
breeding ground on marshy land near a lake. 

The demand for live birds has outstripped our 
capacity each year, so I am sure anyone going 
into the business will find it very profitable. 


Caponizing. 


Several correspondents have asked me for de- 
tailed instructions for caponizing young cock- 
erels, so I will endeavor to explain the operation, 
for naturally it is not very easy on paper. First 
of all. to answer the frequent question, what is 
a capon? A young cockerel who has been operated 
on; in short, the star of the flock. Everyone liy- 
ing in a farming community knows the differ- 
ence in size, weight and market value between 
a bull and a steer. It is just the same with 
cockerels. The bird which, kept until roasting 
age, say nine’ months, would weigh five or six 
pounds, will at the same age, if caponized weigh 
nine or ten. Under natural conditions young 
male birds spend most of their time rushing 
around, worrying pullets and hens, getting up 
fights among themselves, eating twice what they 
ought to, yet never get fat, and have always to 
be marketed at aloss. After caponizing, a cock- 
ere] becomes placid, gentle and lazy, grows a re- 
markably fine coat of feathers, but no comb, wat- 
tles nor spurs. Belonging neither to the male nor 
female sex, it develops a fondness for the com- 
panionship of little chicks; a fact which our 
French cousins have always taken advantage of, 
using capons largely to brood chickens during the 
time they are growing and fattening after the 
operation. Before we had the large brooder house 
built, I kept them busy in the same way. Capons 
seem to prefer sitting on the ground, or nesting in 
a pile of hay,-to roosting. so to this peculiarity 
we cater, giving them a house without perches, 
and piling hay up along the sides for them to 
nest in at night. When one is wanted to brood 
chickens, we just go into the house after dark 
and select any bird which may have been 
operated on seven or nine weeks before, carry it to 
a brood coop, tuck from twenty to twenty-five 
‘thickens under its wings, and the next morning Mr. 
Capon takes up all the duties of a foster-mother 
in the most exemplary manner, and when let out 
after two or three days, will marshal the chickens 
about in a much more patient and careful way 
than any hen I ever saw. 

The best time to perform the operation is 


when birds are between two and four months old, 


or when they weigh about a pound and a half. 


| Smaller birds are difficult to operate on, and have 


not developed sufficiently. Over six months of 
age there is little profit and some danger in at- 
tempting it. I have heard of people who suc- 
ceeded admirably with no other tools than a 
pocketknife and a piece of twisted wire, but as 
the work naturally requires delicate accuracy, I 
advise everyone to procure a a, set of in- 
struments, the cost of which very trifling— 
something between two and three dollars. Any 
season of the year is appropriate for caponizing, 
so long as the birds are of the required weight 
and age. It takes from five to seven morths for 
a capon to reach the height of perfection in size 
and flesh. and as the greatest demand for them 
is from November to June, so from April to 
October is usually selected for the operation. Af- 
ter studying several pamphlets. I gained my first 
practical experience by operating on birds that 
had been killed for the table, and think it is 
really the best plan for the amateur to adopt. as 
there is no movement or fear of giving the bird 
pain, to cause you nervousness. 


Any small strong table which can be easily 
moved close to a window, will do to operate on. 
The bird should be confined in a clean coop for 
twenty-four hours, without food or drink, to in- 
sure the intestines being empty. Prepare two 
pieces of strong twine, with a slip noose at 
one end, and a weight at the other. Half a brick | 
or a stone will do. We had two old pound} 
weights with slots in them, that fitted over a 
scale bar, and as they were easily attached to a 
string, we always used these. The string should 
be long enough after the noose is made and the 
weight attached, to reach from the center of the} 
table to within a foot of the ground. When you} 
are ready to perform the operation, slip the noose 
of one cord around the bird's shanks just above | 
the foot, then draw the wings up over the back 
until they touch. slip the nose of the second 
string over the wings, -below the second joint. 
Lay the bird on its left side on the table, allow- 
ing the ends of the strings to which the weights 
are attached to hang down on each side of the 


table. This keeps the bird's feet and wings per- 
fectly still and out of the way. Now dampen 
the feathers on the bird’s side with cold water, to! 





keep them flat. and also to check bleeding. Then 
with the left hand press down the skin toward 
the leg, and hold it in position wh.lst with a 
sharp knife you make a cut about an inch long 
between the first and second ribs, above the hip, | 
following the shape of the ribs. The: bird will} 
Start as the cut is made, but will lie quite still 
the next moment. Of course the point of the 
knife must be used, and the skin only cut. Place 
the wire stretcher which comes with the tools 
in the cut to hold it open. You will then be 
able to see the white fiber-like skin which en- | 
closes the bowels. This must be attacked with | 
the sharp hook belonging with the kit, and care- 
fully picked open. Naturally every precaution 
must be taken not to pierce the intestines, but as 
they will be empty after the bird’s long fast, 
there is not much danger if care is used. As 
the breaking of this skin causes fhe bird no pain, : 
there is no necessity to hurry or to get flustered, 
but it is well to work as quickly as you can. 
After the inner casing is open, one of the tes- 
ticles will be in sight—a cream-white kidney 
shaped membrane lying near the backbone. 

Before commencing the operation at all, you 
must thread the canula with a fine steel wire 
(both of which belong to the kit), letting the 
wire form a loop at the curved end, and ends well 
out at the other end. 

Sometimes both testicles are in sight, but 
not often, as the other usually lies beyond and 
more to the othe® side. 

Now comes the only dangerous part of the 
whole operation—getting hold and removing the 
testicles. But with a steady hand and ene! of 
light not one bird in a hundred should be lost. 
Attached to the testicle and lying back of it is 
one of the principal arteries of the fowl, and this, 
if ruptured, is sure to cause death. It is here 
that the proper tools prove of the greatest ad- 
vantage. The wire being small and very fine, is 
easily slipped between the testicles and artery 
without injury to either, and a clear, clean cut 
made. Take the canula in the right hand and 
ea the wire in it so that a loop, about one 
half inch long, will extend from small end of tube 
leaving the two ends of wire extending far enough 
out of the open end to secure a good hold. Insert 
the end of tube that has the loop on it very 
carefully, and slip the loop over both ends of the 
testicle and entirely around it; hold end of tube 
close down to the testicle. When it is entirely 
encircled by the loop, take both ends of wire 
which comes out of the other end of tube with

thumb and first finger, holding it tight, and draw 
it up carefully but firmly until it is severed; 
then remove the wire spreader and allow the 
hole to close in the other skin which you pressed 
down with your left hand at the beginning of 
the operation and as the skin resumes its natural 
place the outer cut will be upwards of an inch 
above the inner cut; in this way, the outer skin 
makes a covering for the inner cut, and keeps out 
all dirt and insures its healing quickly. 

To complete the operation, turn the bird on 
its other side, and proceed exactly as before. 
Some experts can work entirely from one side, 
but it is risky, and difficult for an amateur to 
try. After the operation, keep the bird in a 
small coop, and feed lightly for a few days, and 
there will be no ill effects.

L. M. B.—I am writing to know if you would be 
60 kind as to tell what ails my one-year-old hens and 
how to cure thém and prevent the rest from becom- 
ing sick. It seems to be only the nicest and best 
ones that become affected. Some of them start by be- 
ing lame in one leg, and sit around for a few days, get 
so they can hardly walk, finally have a thin yellowish 
green discharge from bowels, and then die; they will 
neither eat por drink. Others begin by getting a little 
black scab ‘on their beads and inside their mouths 
are covered with yellowish canker sores and very of- 
fensive. I have had four roosters and many hens 
die this way. The roosters’ heads outside would be a 
mass of yellow-and-black scabs, which are dry; their 
eyes swell shut and in a few days they die. Other 
hens look apparently well, only one eye gets a large

The every-day 
eare of the nails 
really takes very 
little time. One 
rule which ap- 
plies to the care 
of the hands is 
also indispensable 
in caring for the 
nails, that, name- 

. ly, of drying 
, your hands 
thoroughly when- 
ever you have bathed them. Otherwise the cu- 
ticle around the nail becomes harsh and dry, 
and you wil suffer from hangnails. If it 
necessary for you to keep your hands in water 
a great deal.of the time, do not think you need 
have ugly nails on that account. Keep at hand 
a bottle of glycerine and rosewater to which you 
have added a few drops of, carbolie acid, and 
anoint the hands after each dip in water. 

Clean the nails with a nail-brush and orange- 
wood stick, and polish with your buffer. If you 

* manicure them faithfully once or twice a week, 
in addition to this daily care, they will soon 
become a pride and joy to you. 

The night before you intend to do your mani- 
curing, you should rub the hands with a good 
camphor and almond cold cream, and sleep in cot- 
ton gloves several sizes too large. Form the 
habit of wearing them two or three nights in 
week, as it makes the hands delightfully soft and 
white, and keeps the cuticle around the nails in 
good condition. : F 

Fox.your manicuring, few implements are neces- 
sary, and all of them can be obtained very inex- 
pensively, so do not think that you’ cannot 
take good care of your nails because you do not 
possess an ivory manicure set with silver trim- 
mings. An orange-wood stick,-a strong but flexi- 
ble file, a bit of absorbent cotton, some emery 
boards, a large buffer, a stiff nail-brush, a jar 
of white vaseline, a box of nail powder and half 
a lemon make up the list, and if it seems long, 

‘ you will find it, nevertheless, delightfully inex- 

pensive. To these you may add, if you wish, 
a jar of. pink nail paste, 
When you are comfortably settled and ready 

* for work, begin by soaking the fingers in a bath 

of warm sudsy_ water, until the skin about the 
nails is well softened. After drying your hands, 
roll a bit of absorbent cotton around your orange- 
wood stick and soak it in lemon juice. With this 
remove all stains and all foreign matter which 
has not disappeared before your nail-brush. The 
lemon will not only remove all stains effectively, 
but will whiten the crown of the nai¥ and an 
opaque white crown is one of the distinguishing 
marks of a beautiful nail. 

Now dip your orange-wood stick into the white 
vaseline, and run it around the encasing cuti-

cle of the nail. pressing back this selvage and} 


shaping the nails prettily. Try to bring out the 
Srencent at the base of the nail, but if it will 
not appear, do not force it. You can have it in 
time by patient work, and forcing it will only in- 
jure the beauty of your nails. And here is a word 
* of advice which all wise women should heed— 
never let the cuticle around the nail be cut! It 
is astonishing how many experts will advise this, 
and professional manicurists often do it in their 
haste to bring out the crescent base, but it is a 
most pernicious practice. The cuticle will almost 
invariably swell, becoming rough and bloody, and 
as the hands are so much in evidence you can- 
not afford to have them disfigured, even tempo- 
rarily. After having shaped the nail at the base, 
take your file and shape it at the crown. If you 
care for your hands Siginome ag as you should, it 
will not be necessary to use the scissors on them, 
and this is well, for the frequent use of scis- 
sors thickens the nail. If filing your nail, keep 
it the length of the finger, and shape it to con- 
form to the outline of the finger. When you 
have given a final smoothing to all rough ges 
with your emery, dip the fingers again into warm 
water to remove all traces of the vaseline, then 
resort to your little box of nail rouge. If you 
are in a healthy condition, your nails will prob- 
ably be a pretty rose pink without artificial 
aid; but should they be pale, there is no harm and 
much satisfaction in this touch of vanity. Do 
not use your nail rouge too often nor too lavishly, 
however, for nothing is more frowned upon than 
red nails. popular as they may be in the far 
Orient. Here is a formula for a good nail paste: 


Nail Rouge 
White wax, one dram; spermaceti, one dram ; 
paraffin wax, two ounces; eosin, twenty grains. 
Use finely powdered eosin, stirring it into the 
waxes after they have been melted and mixed in 
a double boiler, over gentle heat. Put a tiny 
i dab of this paste on each nail, and rub it brisk- 


ly with your chamois buffer. Then oe a few 
il powder on the palm of the hand 
pie ge of ear & their shal shining. Care 


and give your “jewels” 
Sat Fs in the choice of nail powders, 
however, as many of the preparations used are 
injurious. Personally I do not advise the use of 
owdered pumice, nor do I find that any nail pow- 
er can be recommended more highly than the 
old specific, oxide of tin. Here is a pow- 
der which thas oxide of tin for its basic in- 
gredient : 


Nail Polish 


Powdered oxide of tin, five drams; oil of laven-

Abdominal Exercise

hour before. breakfast and just before going to bed in 
the evening. .I am giving you a. good shampoo lotion 
for your oily locks:

To reduce excessive fat at base of neck, try the slap- 
ping cure. Slap the base of your neck vigorously keep- 
ing it up for ten minutes. Slap hard enough to make 
the tears come. These sharp blows demolish the fat 
cells. To plumpen arms and elbows, bathe them first 
in hot water then rub in olive oil. It will be a month 
probably, before you notice much improvement. To 
cure eruptions, try the old-fashioned remedy, made of 
sulphur and molasses. You should also take my hot 
water treatment, for purifying the blood, for three 
months. Take plenty of outdoor exercise, a bath every 
day, give up eating pastries, candies, rich foods, sauces, 
ete. Eat only plainly cooked foods and plenty of 
vegetabies and fruit. Eat carrots and lots of them. 
Wash your face in buttermilk and keep it clean. 


Cousins, Sunshine, Miss Lora T. and Maude R.— 
To get rid of blackheads you-must be careful to wash 
your face every night before going to bed, with soap 
and hot water, after which massage face with skin 
food.. Twice a week after washing your face with 
soap and hot water at night, spread soap jelly over 
your face and let it stay for fifteen minutes. Then 
wash off with tepid water and follow this with the 
usual massage. On alternate days use this lotion on 
blackheads: Subcarbonate of soda thirty-six grains, 
distilled water eight ounces, essence of roses six 
drops. Soap jelly is made by slicing a cake of Castile 
soap into a quart of boiling water into which a tea- 
spoonful of powdered borax has been thrown. Let 
this cook on stove until it forms a jelly, then set 
away to cool and use as wanted. 


Mrs. Charles T., Ella, Marcia and Meg.—Hollows 
and dark places under the eyes might come from 
several causes, such as liver trouble, eye-strain or an 
anemic state of the blood. I would see an oculist, 
as in all probability you have eye-trouble. The bend- 
ing exercise will reduce your waist but I really think 
your waist measure is right as it is. As the breasts 
are flabby, I would advise a gentle massage with

Put the wax, spermaceti and the oils in a porcelain 
dish. Place this dish in boiling-hot water until the 
ingredients are melted. Dissolve the borax thoroughly 
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and you will suffer from hangnails. It it is 
pour this gradually into the first mixture, beating 
thoroughly till cold. Add the neroli while beating. 
When ready to manipulate the flesh, run fingers lightly 
across forehead lines, using a circular motion. Crow’s- 
feet must be treated carefully as the skin around 
the eyes is so delicate that it is an easy matter to rub 
in more wrinkles than you can ever rub out. Put 
the first and second fingers on the nose—just above 
the eyes—and massage out beyond the eye corners, 
then sweep in underneath the eye toward the nose. Press 
down very lightly indeed. The cheeks should be 
massaged up from the point of the chin with the palms. 
This will keep them from sagging. Laughinz wrinkles 
should be effaced thus: Put first and second fingers 
underneath the center of lower lip, then massage out 
beyond corner of mouth and up to nostril. Hollows 
under the chin and behind the ears should be massaged 
with a delicate rotary movement of the fingers. When 
massage is completed, wipe off surplus cream, and 


spray face with an astringent lotion and hie you to! 


The entire treatment should not consume more 
than fifteen minutes if the face is badly wrinkled— 
or five minutes—if there are only two or three tiny 
lines.

of the body had been attended to, could the soul 
and Christianity have a ghost of a chance.

The very people that most needed help, I could 
make no impression on because they were tuc 
ignorant to even see the necessity of combin- 
ing for their own protection, and society con- 
spired to keep them in ignorance for its own 
selfish ends. Ignorance however though it may 
retard progress, never stops it. It’s only when 
some men lose their jobs and are kicked down- 
stairs by the boss. or have te dye their hair at 
forty to keep their positions, that they begin to 
take an interest in economic conditions. Poor 
boobs! EF was trying to carry all the burdens of 
humanity .on my shoulders, a task that has 
exhausted the vitality, broken the hearts and 
crushed out the lives of all who have attempted 
it. [he engine was all right, but the hull was 
too weak. The candle of life burned low in the 
socket, flickered fitfully for a while, and one day 
went out entirely. The heart stopped beating, 
the body became rigid, the jaw dropped and those 
about me thought I had ceased to live. A little 
while later the blood began to circulate, the 
rigidity disappeared and I could recognize those 
about my bedside and soon was able to speak. 
It was a close call. I had been face to face with 
death, but evidently there was some more work 
for me to do in this world. and for that reason 
I suppose I was called back to do it. 

On an eventful morning in February 1897 some 
two or three weeks after the incident narrated 
above, when in my thirty-third year I_was car- 
ried on a stretcher into an elevator on the 
seventh floor of an apartment house, passing my 
neighbor Lieutenant Peary, the immortal discov- 
erer of the North Pole, on my downward flight 
to the street. An ambulance whisked me to 
In this institution, I spent near] 
six years. Some of my experiences you will 
find in my Poems and Souvenir Story Book, but 
not until I write the complete story of my life 
will you know all. 

It was a pretty hard blow to have to leave my 
lovely cozy nest, with its pictures, ceramics, 
draperies, books and everything else that makes 
for human comfort, things I had been years col- 
lecting, and know that I would never see them 
again. I looked at it all tenderly, lovingly, as 
I was carried from my room, and soon my eyes 
closed on things that were inexpressibly dear to me 
—forever. I did not despond for I felt I was in 
the hands of some unseen power that was leading 
me to a higher and better existence, and I followed 
and murmured not. I felt that my life had been 
given back to me for some great purpose, and now 
as I look back o’er the past years I can see the 
Divine Hand guiding’ me through the tortuous, 
flinty paths of affliction, to that place where I 
could commune with millions of my fellow creat- 
ures, and help them to grasp in all their glor 
those noble and inspiring ideals which yet will 

ule the hearts of men, and make us kin to the 
ngéls. Every moment that I had the strength 
I worked, worked by day and prayed by night, 
and finally I worked myself out of hospitals 
(I trust forever) and moved into a home of my 
own. I had a tiny room ten by six. I always 
remember the size, because it was the exact di- 
mensions of Cassie Chadwick’s cell. Here I 
worked like a Trojan, writing hundreds of 
“funny” poems and lyrics, and gladly disposin 
of them at any price to keep the pot boiling. 

was also compiling the greatest work of quota- 
tions the world has ever seen, the standard 


work of reference in the Congressional Library at. 


Washington. Previous to the completion of this 
gigantic task, which I started with blood poison- 
ing in both feet, Comrort’s editor walked in one 
day. I always had forty or more poems, songs, 
or vaudeville sketches in circulation and in m 

quest for markets I had discovered Comrorr wit 

its enormous circulation. I studied its needs, as 
I did the needs of all magazines of any size 
and importance in all America, and sent off 
a seasonable poem, and a very few hours 
elapsed ere I received a check from Mr. Gan- 
nett. I sent more stuff and that too was ac- 
cepted. The editor of those days liked my 
‘dope,” and made up his mind that he wanted 
me to run_a column or so for the young folks. 
I was rather scared to tackle prose, but at this 
time there were a number of people looking to 
me for support, and my responsibilities and ex- 
penses had suddenly become enormous. I had 
no steady work except the quotations, and there 
was a great deal of uncertainty as to whether I’d 
be able to finish that work. Anyway the deal 
was clinched and I began my Comrorr work 
right away. This was in March, 1903. The 
tiny seed, glorious with a promise, was planted, 
and from it has grown a majestic oak, whose 
branches not only cover this broad land, but 
beet d every quarter of the habitable globe as 

One morning I awoke from my fitful slumbers 
and found my little hunchback attendant (who 
had been with me for a little over two years) 
and self in an empty flat. There was a sunny 
room in the back of the flat, which I sadly 
needed, and which had hitherto been used by 
others as a dining-room. Into this I moved and 
now for the first time in seven years of inva- 
lidism, was comfortable.and happy. and at last 
was getting proper care and attention. ‘In short 
Maria had appeared on the scene, and was run- 
ning things as only a tireless competent woman, 
with a profound sense of duty, can run them.

The strain 
was terrific, as I- had secured other magazine 
work, but the more people I could reach the more 
good I felt I could do. he opportunity ¥ 
had wont for had arrived and I was making the 
best of it, but the work was fast getting beyond 
me and I grew weaker day by day. 

Just here a very fortunate thing happened. 
I got all the best of my funny verse and some 
serious Matter together, and “Uncle Charlie’s 
Poems” and a little later the “Song Book” came 
into existence. It was a big investment and a 
risky one. I worried a heap at first, as the first 
edition of 2000 copies of a book is all expense 
and no profit, and usually sells slowly or not at 
all.

This enabled me to 
drop most of my work and to devote the best part 
of my time to Comrorr’s big family and the 
Cc.

How to Make the Up-to-date House 
. Dress or Apron 


By Geneva Gladding 


HIS unique garment 
is designed so that 
it may be slipped 
on over the dress or 
worn without one, 
and so easily made 
when directions are 
followed that no 
housewife should 
plead that she has- 
n’t time to make 
one. 

In cutting the 
material the center 
back and center 
front gores are, laid 
with the triangu- 
lar group of per- 
forations on the 
lengthwise fold, side, 
front and back

ouble. 

The dress is made 
in Princess style 
with short sleeves 
finished with fiat 
cuffs and_ fastens 
over the left shoul- 
der buttoning to the 
hem if desired. If 
a lower neck than 
the pattern allows 
is desired, the ma- 
terial should be cut 
away an inch from 
the neckline of the 
pattern, 

The right side 
piece is basted, then 
stitched to the right 
front piece and the 
side back piece and 
center back are 

joined, notches 
matching. 

These are laid 
aside and the left 
front piece is taken 
up. A strip of ma- 
terial one and one 
half inches wide 
and as long as the 
pattern is cut and 
the front edge of 
piece is faced. It is 
then joined to the 
back at the underarm and shoulder seams, the 
joined fronts being joined to the back also. 

The rough edge of the front is now finished 
with an underfacing, the facing turning at the 
shoulder and continuing to the neckline. A strip 
of the material five inches long and two inches 
wide is then stitched to the rough edge of the 
shoulder seam to which the left front is joined. 
This aoe forms an underlap to which the but- 

tons are fastened over the shoulder. 

This leaves only the neckline to be finisher. 
If a strip of embroidery is used as trimming the 
neck is slightly clipped and turned over the out- 
side one quarter of an inch. The embroidery is 
basted and stitched over this. Or if the neck-

Before sewing up the sleeve seam the sleeve is 
gathered at the bottom between large double} 
perforations and one longside of the cuff stitched 
on.

The upper edge of the sleeve is gathered be- 
tween large double perforations aud attached 
to the dress, notches matching.

Before *ew- 
ing on the last three or four buttons turn up <te 
hem the correct width. In this way there wii.} 
be no mistake of having one side of the closings: 
longer than the other. 

o attach the pocket, first face the top and 
turn the other three sides under three eizhths of 
an inch. Then lay the side front patterns over 
the dress, chalking the double notches. The

This same design may be developed as an 
apron by cutting the neck lower and omitting 
the sleeves. A trimimng of narrow washable braid 
at the cuffs and neckline would be effective or 
even a bias band of material may be used.

TURNING SKirT HemMs.—Mrs. Barter, turn your hem 
and baste half-an inch from skirt edge. With a fine 
stitch run a gathering thread through the upper edge 
to draw. in the extra fullness which results from the 
widening of the gores toward the foot of the skirt. 
I hope your dressmaking will prove successful, financial- 
ly and otherwise, and I will be glad to answer 
any questions that may be of assistance to you. 


MARKING PATTERNS.—Mrks. LavurRENCE, in making 
your husband’s shirts, the boys’ blouses and girls’ 
dvesses, in fact, any garment where you are likely to 
use the pattern the second time, you will find it of 
great assistance to mark your patterns.

A.—The wen or cyst should be opened for evacua- 
tion of the clay-like substance it probably contains; 
then swab*it, inside and out, with tincture of iodine 
once daily until healed.. The depression on the shoul- 
der should be hand rubbed and massaged several times a 
day to stimulate growth of muscles, but it may prove 
incurable.

ITcHING SKIN.—I would like to know what causes a 
horse to rub his mane and tail out? He has done it for 
sometime, starting in the spring. He runs on the 
range. ra 

A.—Dandruff and other foul matters collect at. the 
roots of the hair and cause irritation, or parasites 
may have a like effect. Wash the parts clean and 
when dry pour on and rub in a mixture of equal 
parts of kerosene afid machine oil. Repeat the applica- 
tion as often as found necessary. If the hair of the 
rubbed part of the tail stands on end wrap locks of 
it around the fingers and pull until. the skin gives 
with a cracking sound. Treat it lock by lock in 
this way as this treatment often cures itchiness of 
the parts. " 


CHOLERA.—My hogs get sick and won’t eat; they 
seem very weak in hind parts, something like blind 
staggers. They live about one week; the disease is all 
over the country. Have given the hogs carbolic acid, 


by giving one dram of iodide of potash twice daily 
in water for several periods of ten days with ten 
day intervals. The medicine cannot safely be given 
to a pregnant cow. 


Rupture.—I have a cow that runs on pasture, ap- 
peared well enough before the calf came, but about 
a week after a swelling formed at the navel. It 
kept on swelling until it is as large as a medium- 
sized wash-pan. All I fed her last winter was corn 
and hay and she run on corn stubble. The cow is 
well in other ways. 8s. T. B. 

A.—Apparently there is a bad rupture of the navel 
(umbilical hernia) and the cow should be fed off or 
sold to the butcher, as it is unwise to breed from such 
an animal and treatment will not be likely to succeed. 


OPHTHALMIA.—We have a young cow that has some- 
thing wrong with her eyes. Water runs out of them.

A.—tThis disease is contagious, so keep the cow 
isolated. Twice daily wash the eyes with a saturated 
solution of boric acid, applied each time on fresh 
swabs of absorbent cotton and two or three times a 
week dust eyeballs with a mixture of equal parts of 
finely powdered calomel and boric acid.

present he can immunize the remaining hogs with 
serum. Meanwhile keep the well hogs on fresh grass 
and away from streams. Feed light, laxative feed. 
Medicine is useless for cholera. 


Tumor.—I have a two-year-old mare that has a knot 
about the size of a hen’s egg on the left-hand side 
of the’ jaw bone. It is about half way between the 
upper end of the bone and the chin. The knot is real 
bard and is right on the bone. G. 8... W. 

A.—This may be a bone tumor associated with 
the root of a tooth or due to teething, or it may be 
due to big head (osteo-porosis), or it may be a stone 
(calculus) in the salivary duct (Steno’s) of the part. 
Have a veterinarian make an examination when pos- 
sible. Meanwhile remove the hair and paint the lump 
once daily with tincture of iodine until the skin tends 
to become sore, then stop the treatment for a time. 


Swollen Glands.—We have a white cat little over a 
year old; her neck is swollen on each side of her 
throat and it seems hard for her to get her breath; she 
is healthy and eats good; she is deaf. Are all white 
eats deaf and is there any cure for it? She is al- 
Ways wheezing. Mrs. L. 

A.—Blue-eyed white Angora “cats are blind, in a 
majority of cases and this is incurable. The cat 
may have goiter, but tuberculosis of the glands of the 
throat may be present. Do not let the cat play with 
children. Clip off the hair and paint the enlargements 
with tincture of iodine two or three times a week. 


Wowunp.—I have a mule that has had his leg cut for 
@ month or more and it doesn’t heal over and 
seems to be sore. He was cut on the outside hind 
knee. Now the knot seems soft but doesn’t get well. 
What can I do to cure him? F. 8S. 

A.—Your description does not give one a clear 
idea of the condition present; but if it is a wound 
that is tardy in healing wet it several times a day with 
a lotion composed of one ounce of sugar of lead and 
six drams of sulphate of zinc shaken up in a pint of 
water. Label the bottle ‘‘poison’? and shake it well 
before using. 

Ropy MitK.—What causes my cow to give milk that 
the cream is slimy and water or whey from the 
clabber is ropy? She seems in perfect health, milk 
boils well, has a good taste, some days milk seems 
all right, her calf is weaned. J. eee 

A. The trouble often is due to bacteria in the milk 
utensils which have not been sufficiently cleansed, 
scalded and sun dried. Do away with such a cause 
and be sure that the washing water is free from 
contamination. If you are certain that the cow Is to 
blame dry her off as she has been too long giving 
milk. 

PARALYSIS.—Will you please tell me what is the 
matter with my cat? She seemed all right until 
on2 morning I found her so she could not walk. The 
trouble seemed to be in her hind legs, she would get 
up and try to walk and then fall as if her legs had 
suddenly given away beneath her. She has kittens 
now but seems no better. Te: > Bi

Tumor.—We have a cow that has a large lump on 
her jaw which we think is lump jaw. At first it 
was just a small lump and now it is about the size 
of two eggs, if not larger. Mrs. L. C. 

A.—1It would be best to have the lump cut out and 
the wound cauterized by a graduate veterinarian. If 
you cannot have that done paint it daily with tincture 
of iodine and if it softens open it freely, then swab 
inside and out once daily with tincture of iodine 
until well. 


OBSTRUCTED TEAT.—We have a cow that about a 
month ago seemed to cut the end off of one of -her 
teats. -It-scabbed ever for several days and when 
we would remove the scab it was hard to milk, now it 
has healed up but is still hard to milk and we would 
like to know if there is anything that we can do 
to make it easy to milk again. She is a fine milker 
and easy to milk only in this one teat. Mrs. A. H. W. 

A.—Dilators or teat plugs, to be ordered throngh 
the druggist, may be used to enlarge the opening in the 
teat, but it -will be necessary to carefully sterilize 
the instrument by boiling it for a few minutes each 
time before use, else it will be sure to cause infection 
and disease of the affected quarter. If this does not 
succeed a veterinarian should slit through the obstruc- 
tion or stricture, in four different directions, by means 
of a sterilized teat bistoury.

If it softens it will 
have to be opened for evacuation of pas and it should 
then be swabbed once daily, inside and out, with 
tincture of iodine. It may be lumpy jaw.

TUBERCULOSIS.—I have a heifer calf about eighteen 
months old that has got something the matter with 
its throat. It is not swollen and no signs of anything 
wrong with it from the outside. Some of the time 
it slobbers at the mouth and the slobbers will run out 
and drip off the mouth; the slobbers are green and 
odor disagreeable. In breathing makes a rattling 
noise. The other stock does not like to eat salt after 
it has slobbered over it.

A.—Tuberculosis of the throat is the most likely 
cause of the symptoms deseribed and. you should at 
once have the heifer tested with tuberculin, which is 
the only sure way of determining the presence of the 
disease. Meanwhile keep the heifer away from other 
eattle as tuberculosis is contagious. It is just possible 
that there is something the matter with the teeth, 
tongue, gums or cheeks.

(one dram to an ounce of water), then wash with warm 


water, so that the soda may be removed from the 
outside of the hair, which should then be dried. Next 
apply a solution of permanganate of potash (half 
a dram to an ounce of water), to the hair with | 
a brush. Be careful that this liquid does not stain 
hands, scalp or face. At the last, sponge hair over 
carefully with a solution of hyposulphite of soda 


(twenty grains to an ounce of water) till no more color 
is discharged. Next morning the hair should be 
earefylly brushed and dressed, when its luster will. be 
restored. As this is an excessively drying treatment, |

A postal card never bought a 
bite of bread and never will. The greatest benefit 
derived from this work, is not so much that it 
helps at times the needy as that it reminds mil- 
lions of you that there are thousands of your 
needy brothers and sisters, who are starving for 
your affection, sympathy and above all your jfinan- 
cial help. It is those who give money and sym- 
pathy that are helped most, infinitely more than 
those who receive. The great work that ComrortT

That is the only work I have done 
that really amounts to anything, and for which I 
eare to be thanked, for if you absorb the ideas 
and live up to the ideals that I monthly put. be- 
fore you, we shall haye no more invalidism -ex- 
cept the invalidism of old age; no more poverty 
te relieve, crime -to arraign, wrong doers to 
punish; no more poisoned food. no more -white 
slavery, no more red light districts, but instead, 
as soon as the bread-and-butter question is 
settled (and it is the easiest thing in the world 
to settle in this land of abundance) we shall 
have the kingdom of God on earth. Then shall 
the soul which has been lying dormant for cen- 
turies neath a weight of swinish greed, criminali- 
ty. corruption and brutality. come forth from its 
prison and the glory of its light shall trans- 
figure the .money-worshiping animal. man, of 
today and his face shall shine like the angels, and 
God will bless him and his days shall be peace 
here and hereafter. It is to this work that I 
have dedicated my life. This is the work to 
which all of you should devote your lives, giv- 
ing men a higher conception of life and showing 
them how to reach it. Filling them with a burn- 
ing desire to help others and to live for others, 
thus lifting the burdens of the weak and giving 
the best that is within them to their country, 
their God and truth. 

These are the ideals that have been burning in 
my breast for more than thirty years.

It will be a day of rejoicing, 
because on the hilltops of time I see the dawning 
of that brighter day, when you will live as God 
intended you to live, not as the inconsequential 
units of a vast profit-making machine, struggling 
wearily for a crust, but as children of the Most 
High, ministering to one another’s wants, and 
praising God for the joy of living in a world 
that you have at last made worthy of the One 
who created it. 3 

Life grows harder for me with every rolling 
year. At times the burden of physical existence 
is more than I can bear and especially has this 
been so in the last few months; but your love 
and sympathy have Sustained me in every crisis, 
and it is the appreciation and affection you have 
so abundantly lavished on me, that is the in- 
spiration of my shut-in life and makes me fer- 
vently say God bless and keep you all, keep 
you until that brighter day, when ih a better 
world I hope tg meet you face to face.

and the more water the better. Warm water is 
superior to cold, and the fame of the well-known 
dates of Hasa are due no doubt to the fact that 
the palms are irrigated by the flow from natural 
hot springs. Normally the. date succeeds best in 
a sandy loam, although the paim has ‘been known 
to flourish where there is but.a small amount of 
loam, The Deglet Noor of Algeria grows in a 
stiff clay, and excellent dates are produced in 
the silt of the valleys of the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates. From this it would seem as if the date 
would grow im any good soil that is not too 
heavy. mie ; 
That there are tricks in all trades is true of 
date farming will be vouched for by “tender- 
feet” who have purchased farms that have been 
planted by the land sellers. In some instances 
the land “sharks” have planted the acres with- 
out regard to the sex of the trees-and after weary 
years of waiting for returns the purchasers have 
made the mournful-discovery tbat fully ngnety 
per cent of the trees were of the male variety, 
whereas only a very small numberof male trees 
are required for each acre. for polinating. Va- 
rieties do not come true from the seed and those 
who would develop a date garden comprising 
varieties that are like in kind and produce fruit 
that may be graded must plant’only offshoots, al- 
though.expert advice is to-surround the garden 
with rows of seedlings, which make an admi- 
rable wind brake. The industry promises to yield 
an annual profit of five hundred dollars per acre, 
with a steady. and~growing -demand<for the nu- 
tritious fruit.

Florida.—We. think that a riparian 
owner or proprietor is one who owns land abutting 
upon some body of water together with land extending 
under the water, if not navigable, and if navigable, the 
right of access to the water. subject to the 
right of the state or nation to improve navigation. We 
think the Government has a right paramdunt to that 
of any individual or corporation owning ocean - front 
property. in the waters of the ocean within the three 
mile limit and that the consent of the Government 
is necessary before an individual can legally build 
sea walls or divert the ocean waters in any way. 


D. W., South Oarolina.—Under the’ laws of your 
state, we are of the opinion, that subject to some 
small limitations which do not apply in your case, a 
man can disinherit his children, or any of them, by 
will, in which event the disinherited children would 
have no interest whatever in his estate; they could 
not compel a distribution thereof, or receive any of 
the proceeds therefrom. 


Farmer, New Hampshire.—Under the laws of .our 
state we are of the opinion that the owner of a 
ladder would not be liable for damages for a personal 
injury caused by a defect in the ladder, to the man 
who borrowed same, without pay and with full notice 
that same was defective; (2) that it is not necessary 
for a farmer to display *‘No trespass’’ notice in order 
to punish a man who breaks in or enters his house 
without invitation or proper reason for doing so, we 
think, however, such notice would be necessary in order 
to punish the man who passes over his fields in 
= orderly manner without doing or intending any 

arm. 


Mrs. S. M., Maine.—Under the laws of your state, 
we are of the opinion that a widow can give her prop- 
erty to any one of her children, without the consent of 
her other children; this, of course, would only apply to 
such property as she owned absolutely, and not to that 
in which she only had a life, or other limited estate. 
She can convey no better title than she, herself owns in 
the property.

Mrs. B. K., Huntersville, Minn.—We have frequent 
inquiries from Comrorr readers for children to adopt 
and to all of these we say don’t write to Maine for 
information, but inquire of your own town or county 
officials so that you may get children from the nearest 
institutions. Some seem to think that children who 
come from a thousand miles away are better than the 
home-made kind, but it is mot so. The chances are 
that they are worse and besides if they do not prove 
satisfactory the troutile and expense of taking them 
to and fro are great. We believe that every childless 
couple should adopt one or more children, but they 
should be very careful in making their selection and 
they can only do that by choosing among those near- 
est to them, except in very rare instances. Every 
state has one or more orphan asylums from which 
the people of that state should choose. There are also 
orphan asylums of various kinds in all the cities. 
Selecting children to* adopt cannot, however, be done 
by mail or in- print and those wanting them must go in 
person and see for themselves, just as they would 
look at a horse or cow or otber stock before accepting 
it. If the distance is not great children may 
sent on trial and in this way the right kind be se- 
lected, but this cannot be done when the cost of trans- 
portation is large. Another good-—way is to adver- 
tise in your local papers and get one from a poor 
family which has more than can be properly cared 
for. This is probably the best plan because then

Questions and Answers 


Woopry RapisHes.—The radishes that we grow are 
always tough and woody. What should I do to rai-e 
crisp, tender radishes? Also please tell me if there 
is any way to shrink and soften the rubber rings 
used to seal glass preserve jars so that they may be 
used over again for a second season’s canning? : 

A:—Woody, coarse radishes grow on sour, unfertilized 
land which does not ¢ause fast growth. ‘To obtain 
radishes of first-class quality sow mew, first-class 
variety seed on rich, mellow, well pulverized, warm 
moist soil to insure rapid growth. Keep the bed 
moist. The rows of radishes may be alternated with 
lettuce. The used soil and manure of an old hot bed 
makes a very suitable mixture for radishes. (2) We 
know of no process that will shrink or soften rubber 
preserve jar rings so as to make them fit for use for- 
a s@cond season’s canning. 


POTATO AND CABBAGE CULTURE IN CALIFoRNIA.—Will 
you kindly tell me the best month to plant potatoes 
in California? Also, if the season is a dry one, do 
you advise any extra watering? We planted our pota- 
toes in February and have had yery little rain and 
have not watered them and they don’t seem to have 
done well, We have very good soil. Do you think it 
was lack of water that kept them back, or what? 
{2) Also why do cabbages, lettuce and cauliflower run 
to the outside leaves and not head well? Is the 
ground not rich enough? Mrs. A. C., Cal. 

A.—California presents so large a variety of condi- 
tions that it is impossible. to answer your questions 
for the whole state. In the vicinity of Vallejo 
February is good month for spring planted potatoes. 
Since your annual rainfall is probably less than twenty 
inches either irrigation or dry farming methods must be 
practiced in order to secure a satisfactory crop. To 
force this crop a large amount of fertilizer high in 
potash must be used. From the records of the Govern- 
ment Station at Berkeley it appears that your rain- 
fall is practically confined to the winter months. 
Potatoes planted late in September would therefore 
have the advantage of the winter rains and would not 
need irrigation after these rains set in. (2) You 
will probably need to use a potash fertilizer to make 
your cabbage, ete., head well. Water is likely to be 
the limiting factor in the growth of all plants in your 
region, however, and either irrigation or dry f:rming 
methods are advised. 


To Make Rep Ciover CatcH.—Red clover will not 
‘‘eatch’’ on my soil. The little plants turn yellow 
and die when about a- month old. The soil is clay 
and has grown grain and Timothy hay for many 
years. J; R., Mass. 

A.—It is quite probable from what you say that 
your soil is sour. Upland clays that have been con- 
tinuously cropped are likely to be acid. Clover acts 
the way you describe on acid soils. Test with blue 
litmus paper. If the paper turns red your soil is acid. 
Use four tons of ground limestone per acre with your 
next seeding and you will likely get a good catch. 


To Save Liquip Mancre.—What is the best way to 
save liquid manure? J. B., Pa. 

A.—Use a good absorbent like chaff or oat straw for 
bedding. Use ground rock phosphate, in the gutters, 
load the manure spreader and haul direct to the field. 
Liquid manure is sometimes stored in a comerete tank 
and either pumped out and hauled directly to field and 
applied with a sprinkler or pumped over dry compost 
as an absorbent. 


To Make TomatTors RirPeN_ Earty.—I am raising 
tomatoes for a canning factory but my is later 
than that of my neighbors thongh planted at the same 
time and of the same variety. I use a large amount 
of barnyard manure on my tomato field. Can you 
tell me why my crop should be late? J. M., Ohio. 

A.—F. manure causes excessive growth of vines. 
On rich soil these vines wilf continue to grow even 
after fruiting begins. Heavy foliage cuts off the sun- 
light and prevents This is undonbtedly the 
cause of lateness in your erop. 


Diecrnc PoTraTors.— What is the best time to dig 
potatoes? B.S, Ind. 

A.—Early potatoes should be dug and marketed 
as soon as ripe. In order to get the best price 
they should be planted early in the spring so as to be 
ready for early market. Late potatoes and others in- 
tended for winter use shonld be dug when ripe, 
thoroughly dried in the sun, made as clean as possible 
and stored in a cool, dry place. -It is unnecessary to 
wait until a certain time of year to dig potatoes. It 
is important that the potatoes be ripe, clean and dry 
and that they be stored in a cool, dry place. 


Keerrnc Tomatoxs.—Is it true that tomatoes can 
be kept for a long time during the winter season? If so 
please tell us how this may be managed. G. R. W., Tenn. 

A.—Yes; it is possible to keep tomatoes, just as is 
done with apples or pears and without much trouble. 
The plants should be set out so as to bear tomatoes 
that will ripen their first fruits just about the time 
of killing frost. When gathered they should be placed 
in piles about 18 inches to two feet in depth, on dry 
ground where water will not stand. Let them stay 
there until there is danger of hard freezing. They 
should be covered with enough straw to protect them 
against frost. If covering becomes wet or sweaty re- 
move and dry it as required. As the fruit ripens place 
them in sunlight to color. They may be placed under 
glass, as the cold increases, raising the temperature 
to 60 or 80 degrees. On a small scale it is feasible to 
Wrap each ripened tomato in paper. This cannot be 
done with large market supplies: Cold and dark retard 
ripening. When the weather is too cold for the covered 
tomatoes they may be placed ig_a cool cellar or pit. 
Moisture is needed to prevent shrivelling. Don’t place 
them in a hot, dry cellar. As to gathering, a Maryland 
man who makes a success of raising and keeping late 
tomatoes in the above way advises as follows: Pull 
or cut the vine, shake off the fruit, throw the vines 
in forkful piles, pick up the green tomatoes, being 
careful not to bruise, remove stems and store in the 
most convenient place. Choose for winter storing toma- 
toes that are just turning yellow in color. 


Worms ry Corn.—Worms eat the ears of my growing 
sweet corn all tp. Poison sprays do. not kill them 
because they only eat the ears and ‘not the leaves. 
How can I destroy them? O. K., Parler, Cal. 

A.—Dust the ears with a mixture of finely sifted 
slacked lime and sulphur as often as found necessary. 
You may find the ends of the shucks open and if so 
the powder should be blown into the opening. In 
future seed corn on land that has not borne corn for 
Several years. Sod land would be most suitable. 


GRASSHOPPERS ON Fruit Trees.—How can I prevent 
grasshoppers from destroying my fruit trees? They 
are migratory and so poisonous sprays that kill seem 
to be useless. Is there a spray that will make 
the leaves distasteful? F. W., Wellen, Oregon. 

A.—Try effects of an arsenical spray made up with 
lime, as per the formula we gave in a spring number 
of the paper; but it probably will be necessary to 
envelope each tree in mosquito bar to perfectly pre- 
yent it from damage and this may not prove profitable 
in your district. If birds rob your fruit trees each 
season it may pay you to invest in the netting or 
“bar’’ suggested. 


HOMESTEADING FoR WomEN.—I have been thinking 


of trying to get. a number of women and girls, who’ 


make their own living, and are tired of working for 
other people, to go to the Ozark Mountains with me 
and take up a homestead. Many women go West and 
take homesteads, and they do not have the good wood 
and water, that we could have there. We would have 
timber to improve with, and could raise chickens, pigs, 
and keep a cow if we could afford to buy one. My 
friends try to discourage me, but 160 acres of land 
look good to me, what do you think? Please advise 
me. Mrs. M. F. D., Farmington, Mo. 
A.—Homesteading on good land under favorable con- 
ditions offers an opportunity for experienced farmers 
who also have the health, strength and grit to with- 
stand the hardships and the energy and industry to 
make a living and in the course of years to become 
prosperous and own a valuable property. It is hard 
enough for strong men and still harder for women. 
One ought to have some capital for stock and equip- 
ment.

she can well cover, each gets partially chilled every 
day. and the incubation is delayed, which weakens the 
embryo chick, and often causes it to die in the shell. 
As a rule, turkey eggs hatch very well; out of two 
hundred and thirty-six eggs set this season, there was 
only one which did not hatch. It is never necessary 
to sprinkle turkey eggs. Do you think that there are 
rats, or lice of the bedbug variety in the house where 
the hens were set? Either are Mable to bother the hens 
at night, and make them creep off the nest until the 
early hours of the morning, when they ‘will return 
to their eggs, and lead the attendant to believe that 
they have been sitting all night. 


R. J.—Please give in the columns of ComrorT a cure 
for gapes in chickens, if there is any cure, and oblige. 

A.—Please read the latter part of the answer to 
L. M. B. at the beginning of this colump. 


R. L.—Am an old reader of Comrorr, and always 
read the poultry department, and would like to know 
through its columns something to destroy chicken 
ticks. Is there anything I could feed them te kill 
the ticks? Will sulphur in the drinking water kill 
them? Would be very grateful for any information. 

A.—No; I don’t think sulphur in the drinking water 
permeates the skin sufficiently to free the fowls from 
ticks. You had better clean and whitewash the 
chicken-house, nests and fixtures. Slake the lime 
with boiling skim-milk. Add a cup of kerosene and 
an ounce of crude carbolic acid to each pailful of 
wash. which should be used whilst hot. Use a spraying 
machine or a stiff whiskbroom, and swash the white- 
wash into all the corners and crevices where vermin 
are likely to congregate. Use Dalmatian or Persian 
insect powder on the birds every other night for ten 
days, then once a week for about a month.

I always read the 
questions and answers in the poultry column, but never 
saw anything just like this. Any information you can 
give will be grateful for, as I fear I am going to lose 
them all. I pen all ailing ones alone. heir houses 
are clean; those that are well lay good. Will you 
also tell me a remedy for ga in young chicks? 
A.—As you say there is an offensive odor noticable, 
I fear the birds have been attacked by malignant 
roup, in which case it is really safer to kill all the 
affected birds at once, for there is very little hope of 
recovery, even with the best of care, and unless 
they are very strictly quarantined, there is much 
danger of the disease > sage | through the entire flock, 
as it is most contagious. owever, if you wish to 
try curing them, remove them from the general flock, 
and keep them in a dry, airy coop by themselves, and 
treat as follows: Give each bird two teaspoonfuls of 
Castor oil, feed lightly on nourishing f ; make a 
strong solution of permanganate of potassium, by dis- 
solving one teaspoonful in a quart of hot water. For 
use, také one tablespoonful, and dilute in three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Fill a small syringe, and treat the 
bird’s throat, eyes and nostrils. If you haven’t a small 
glass syringe, @anake enough of the diluted mixture to 
half fill a quart tin, and hold the bird's head in the 
mixture whilst you count seven, then remove it. The 
bird will gasp and splutter, and so get the mixture into 
all parts of the head and throat. After a few mo- 
ments’ rest, repeat the operation. Treat in this way 
every night and morning for five or six days. If there 
is no improvement at the end of that time, kill the 
bird without further delay. If, on the other band, 
it shows signs of improvement, give another dose of 
Castor oil, and apply the permanganate once a day 
until a cure is effected. I don’t approve of adding cop- 
peras to the food every other morning. It is much bet- 
ter not to use drugs until acute illness makes it really 
necessary. Gapes is not a disease, but a parasite 
worm, which breeds in soii that has become defiled by 
poultry running over it for many seasons.

Strip a wing 
feather to within half an inch of the top, dip it in 
kerosene oil or turpentine, open the bird’s beak, push 
the feather down its throat, give it a turn, and pull 
out quickly. This treatment will usually dislodge the 
Worms and relieve the bird. but as the worms are 
yery minute, in all probability you will not be able 
to detect them, except with the aid of a magnifying 
glass. As a safeguard for next year’s chicks, have 
the ground on which the chickens have been running, 
covered with fresh lime, and then plowed or dug, and 
then either left open, or sowed to rye or buckwheat.

two years of age, for the eggs of young geese and 
turkeys don't batch well, but even when they do, the 
young are weak, and hard to raise. The Mammoth 
Bronze or White Holland turkeys are the two best 
breeds. Edam, or a cross between Edam and African, 
are the best geese for market purposes. Purchase your 
stock as soon as possible in the fall, so the birds will 
have plenty of time to become accustomed to their 
new surroundings before the breeding season. This is 
especially the case with geese, as they are very faith- 
ful creatures. If you desire any specific information 
im the future, write me again, and I shall be pleased 
to help you. 


J. S.—I am a reader and great admirer of Comrort. 
Will you please tell me through its columns something 
about Rhode Island Red chickens? How was the breed 
originated? Is there more than one kind? Some of 
the pullets are very pale yellow, others very dark. 
There is a very great difference in the shade of the 
roosters, too. In selecting breeders what shades are 
the most correct? How do they compare in size with 
the Barred Rocks? 

A.—What are called Rhode Island Reds were origi- 
nated by Mr. William Tripp.of Little Compton, Rhode 
Island some fifty years ago. but it was not until about 
twenty-five years ago that they were shown under the 
name of Rhode Island Reds. The breed was, I be 
lieve, originally by crossing Shian males and Cochin 
Chinas. There are now two varieties; single and rose 
comb. Mature males should weigh eight pounds, cock- 
erels seven pounds, hens six and a half pounds, pul- 
lets one pound lighter. They are good layers of large 
brown eggs, and make very good broilers or roasters. 
Uniess care is observed’ in selecting birds for the 
breeding pen, they are very apt to run ont in color. 


A. B.—Reading your article in this month’* Comrort 
about raising pigeons, you say each nest { — 
an earthen pan. Will you kindly tell mé for what 
use this pan is? Also how much squabs bring in the 
market, and how to find buyers for them...1 do not 
know the least thing about them. However,;.1 am 
anxious to get away from the city and would like 
to learn as much as I can. Also how old de walnut 
trees have to be before they bear fruit? I shall ap- 
preciate any help you can give me. : 

A.—The nest boxes for pigeons shonl@d be ane 
foot spuare, or perhaps it would be clearer to say 
that every nest box should be two feet long, one foot 
wide, and one foot deep, with a partition through 
the center, for each pair of birds must have two nest 
boxes, as the hen lays her second pair of eggs before 
the preceding pair of squab are out of the nest. For 
this reason each pair of birds is to have two nest boxes, 
side by side, or they cannot feed and hatch at the 
same time. The earthen dishes are specially made for 
pigeons, and are like large half saucers. One Is to be 
placed in each compartment. of -the nest box as a 
foundation for the birds to build their nests on. With- 
out this circular foundation, the squab would have 
no bed to rest on, as pigeons build a very poor nest; 
besides which,. they insure the nest being kept clean, 
as the droppings fall over the edge into the nest boxes. 
No young bird will soil its nest if-{t ean push it- 
self to the edge. Prices for squabs range in the whole- 
sale-market from.three to four dollars a dozen for fat, 
white skinned squab.
